CHAP. 17. 


Vt here's another beares ys farther wide, 
If we embrace it on the orher fide ; 
And therfore whil't we ſeek for to beware 
Of fooliſh P:ttie, we mult haue a care

Whoſe very name doth ſcem enough to bring,

It will become dehightfull ; and ir makes 
So deep impreſsion in the heart, and takes

Apd yet ſome do ſuppoſe, it may with eaſe 
Be left or tooke as cu ry one ſhall pleaſe ; 
Bur they are wide, like them that ouer-bold, 
And truſting to their proper firength vphold, 
We need not this ſame Paſcion iitcommend ; 
Nature ſufficient is to reprehend 
That fault (they ſay). And they deteſt it ſo, 
Reaſon can ne re haue ſnch an overthrow, 
That they ſhould live themſclucs forto defile, 
With any paſsion that they know ſoyile : 
Indeed it is a monſtrovs vil/any ; 
And moſt, I think, can raile at cruelty ; 
Yerlet none be too-careleſs for tis true, 
The odiouſt vices we do moſt eſchew, 
Grow pleaſing by degrees : When Fafaet 
Was told what he ſhould do ro 1ſracl, 
Full lictle thought he then his centle heart, 
Should cuer giue conſent to act a part ; 
Of ſuch atragick ſczne : and yet we find, 
He became after of another mind :

And what may they be that employ their care, 
To pamper vp the fleſh with curious fare:

They are not cruel? No; tis like that ſuch 

That can take pitty on themſelues ſo much, 

Are merciful co others , You wil ſay 

To poylon men 'twere il],then what are they 
That by falſe doctrine fraught with errors foule, 
Secke to cnucnnome and jnfetthe ſoule? 
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Cruel they are(I know )you muſt confeſle, 
But then you'le ſay tis not that Cruelnefle 
You ynderſtood ; As if you did ſuppoſe, 
Nonethrough this Paſo did offend but thoſe 
That murtherers be. In truth I chink that this - 
I here recite not principalleſt is: 
For it from other cauſes doth proceed, 
Whercas true proper {,7elty indeed, 
Is wher: a man delights and longs to ſee, 
Or do,fome deed that's full of Crueltee: 
Tuſt ſuch was his that out of a deſire, 
Toſce how Troy burn't when it was on fire, 
Caus'd Rome in many places for toflame, 
And longing to behold from whence he came: 
Ript yp his mothers wombe ; And paſſe right 
Was alſo his tnat tooke ſo much delight, 
For to behold men ſtrangly tortured, 
That he our of his bounty promiſed: 
Alarge reward tohim that could inuent, 
The cruel't and inuſuall'R puniſhment: 
V'Vhich Phalaris demanding, was therefore, 
The ficſtthat made his bazen Bulto roare, 
And like to this are thoſe mens humors to, 
That vncompel 'd,would make no more adoe 
To murther,cil a Country were ynman'd, 
Then dotha ſchoole-boy with a walking wand: 
To lop downe thiſtles rops, Now theſe nien vce 
Paſſively cruel in the high'lt degree: 
And though thefirſt reherſed be not ſo,

They ought not for to murmur, nor to pine 

At any thing ſhall pleaſe the powers deuine 

To lay yppon them : For my mind is this, 

Each ſorrow is an entranee into bliſſe, 

eAnd that the greateſt pleaſure we attaine, 

Is butt a ſigne of ſome inſuing paine, 

But to beplainer this our lifes a toy, 

Thar hath nought in it worth our greefe or Toy: 
But chere are ſome baſe-minded dunghill elueg, . 
Thatſorrow nat for aay but themſclucs, ah 
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Or ifthey doe ris only for the loſs 

Of ſome old creſt-falne Iade; But that's a croſg 
Paſt bearing; be it but a rotten ſheep, 

Or two ſtale egs, they will ſuch yelling keep, 
Asiftherby had periſhed a brood, 

In which conſiſted halfe the kingdoms good : 
Butl entreat them ſince it muſt befall, 

They would bepaticar, who can doe withall? 
And alfolet them of much griefe beware; 

For there 's ſmal] ods berween the ſame and care: 
And they haue heard (I need norcell them that) 
Tis anold ſaying, care will kill a cat, 

Thenlet them take heart, chiefly fince they ſee, 
Noxcliue but ſometime they mult looſers be, 
Which is an caſe : for I haue heard them tell 
With mates they care not if they goe to hel, 

But in good earneſt now let ys not runne, 
VVillingly hereinto as we haue done ; 

Rather anoid ic as a hurtfull foc, 

That can effe& nought but out ouerthrow : 
And yet inſtead recewe into our breaſt, 

An honeſt mirth, which is a better gueſt ; 

And whatſo'ere our former vriefe hath been, 
Let vs nere (orrow more, but for our ſinne : 
Thus with this Paſ5ioz cad the reſt will I, 
Becauſe it ends not till our end is nigh. 
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CHAP. 20. 


HusT have labour'd ſome effeRts to ſhow, 
. That do from mens abuſed Paſsions flow ; 
Which with cxampleot old ages paſt, 
And wiſe-mens ſayings, I might more haue gractt : 
But that Tamreſoly'd cotie my times, 
As much as may be to the preſent times ; 
Alſo I might amongſt theſe here haue told, 
The bodics Paſtions; as hunger, cold, 
Heat, thirſt, and ſuch like ; bur their force is ſeenc, 
And moſt men haue ſufficient carcfu!l beene 
For ropreuent rhem ; they laſt not ſo long, 
Nor are by much fo violentor firong, 
Or dangerous as theſe » but if men knew, 
Or with theeyes of Rezſo would ore view 
Theſe ſoule-bred maladies, asfure they ought, 
They would with greater diligence haue fought 
"The cure of them,then of ſuch ſlight diſeaſes ;" 
The which their bodies and no more diſpieaſes: 
Butnow the reaſon men difturbed are, 
For the worſt part with ſuch prepoſterous care 
Is this ; through their corrupted Iudgement they, 
Do only on things ſeene, depend and ſtay; 
Which being moſt apparant ro the ſenſe, 
So muffles ypthe weak intelligence, 
- Andblinds herthat ſhe hath no powerto ſee, 
* he better thingsehat more ſubſiſting be ; 
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When ifthey could conceiue but halſe ſoaxell 
The ſoules eſtate, they 'd labour to expell 
All theſe corruptions, that may cauſe her woe , 
And thoſe fell Paſ5ions that moleſt hero : 
But ſome men haue in this opinion ſtood, 
That eu'ry paſcions natarall and good z 
Indeed Philoſophers the ſame do call, 
eA motion of the ſoule that s naturall; 
And in ſome fore we may not be afraid, 
For to vphold as much as tl:ey hauc laid * 
But here we mult diftinguiſh on itthen, 
And make a two-fold Paſ5io» in men, 
Of which, one ſort vnto the beſt aſpires, 
And that alene,things meerely good,d:fires, 
Therein reioicing ; moderate, and weake 
In operation, and thetruth to ſpeake, 
We haue it rather by God: in{piration, 
Then bred within vs at our geveration : 
Theother, as th'efte&s thercot Jo ſhowe, 
Doth of our owne corrupted nature grow ; 
For it is head-ſtrong, rafh, infatiate, 
Wondrous difordred, and immoderate, 
Of which kind theſe ate whercot I haue ſpoken, 
And they are oft the cauſe mens ſleeps are broken; 
That 'tis which makes them rauc, cr gr iefe, crioy 
So out of meaſure for atrifling toy ; 
Yea, that 'tis only makes them oft fo reahie, 
Their friends ſeem troubleſome, their beds vaeaſie, 
And laily, theſe are the occaſion ſtill, 
Of all misfortunes, and of eucty i']; 
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Th'efftctsthey doe produce we alſo ſee, 
Contrary to their expeRations beg 
For he that hopes or lookes for to attaine, 
Great /o7 and pleaſmre, haps on greefe and paine: 
 Butby what means may men theſe paſſions kil, 
Sure not by the procuring of their wil, 
As ſome imagine, For firſt it may be, 
Aching thats not in poſlibilitee 
For to be reacht vnto, But ſay it were, 
Wil the ambitiouz-minded-man forbeare 
To be ambitious, if heoi:ce fulfill 
His longing thoughtes? No; he wil rather {till 
Encreate that paſſion which fiſt ke had, 
Or fall into fome other thats as bac; 
For altring che condition or eſtate, 
Theſoules vcxation doih no more abate: (paincs 
Then changing roomes , or bedds, doth eaſe his 
That hath a fea:;er , fince the cauſe remaines 
Stil in himſelfe, But how and which way then 
May theſe diſcaſes be recur'd in men? 
Why by Ph:loſorhy,Connſell,and Reaſon, 
Theſe being wel applicd in their due ſeaſon 
May do much good, Els ſeck the cauſe whence riſe, 
Theſe hurtful] and pernitious mal a des. 
Let the m conſider that and ſo they may, 
Cut cf th'cffe& by taking it away, 
Bur if they cannot the occaſions find 
Ile tel them tis a baſenes of the mind: 
Or els a falſe opinion thats in ſome, 
Of good or cuilpreſent orto come, 
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Reſpeing good thinges thus: They doe defire, 


And are roo vehemently ſet on fire 
With coucting what ſeemes ſo; Or anoying 
Themſelues with an exceſſue ouer-ioying, 

In the obtaining. In regard of ill, 

They are oppreſſed with ſome ſorrow ſtill: 

So that welſec if men would goe about, 

To change their mindes and driue that baſenes out 
Through Magnanimity. And note well this, 

That Paſſion but ſome falſe opinions, 

Fram'd by the will,and drawne by the direQion 
Ot Tudgment, thats corrupted by affeAian, 

Me thinkes they might by reaſons help confound 
The former errors thathauetan'e ſuch ground, 

In their weake hearts: and learne forto cfteeme 
That which doth neither good nor euil ſeeme: 
(Andin their ſoules ſuch perturbation wrought) 
As things nor good,nor ill, And that which ought, 
(Being vaworthy) neither co moleſt,

To fatisfie our luſt; whereas bur one 

Suffic'd our predeceſſors,ſometime none. 

Ir were a worke too tedious to quote 

The ſundry vanities that we may note 

Sprung from this Greedineſſe ; as our Long-ſitting, 

A cuſtome rather in my minde befitting 
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Pagans and Epicures,then honeſt men. 

But 'tis a vie now common growne; and then 
This Foelery we haue; we rrothing deeme 

Worthy of our defire or efteeme, 

Saue that which we haue either decrely bought, 
Or far-away from forraine kingdomes brought s 
Yeanetwithſtanding here in our owne land, 
Thoſe things be better, and more neere at hand. 
Then we our of an idlc humor are, 

Much more affected to all F:>raine ware 

Then to our owne: although the ſame be befk, 

So thatthis vainenefle doth not oply reit 

In meartes,and in appare!l, but tis ſhowne 

In many things, we leaſt aftcE&t our owne, 

Our home-made Cl/:th,now gquoddam eft ininnm, 
We aze for Serge: and Perpetuanum; 

VVith other ſtuffe, as ('row-graine, Chamblets, Kaſs, 
And ſuchlike new deuiſcd forraine traſh. 
Yeathough our native country-men excell 

In any Trade, we like them nor fo well 
As we do ſtrangers: (and invery deed 

I thinke tor vaine inuention they exceed ) 
And then moreouer though we do not wan 
Any good wholſome Hearbe,or Fruit, or Plant, 
That may be neceſſary, fit or good, 

Fither to ſerue for Phiicke or for food, 
Yetthoſe we leaue,as if we did abhorre them, 
And ſend to ſeeke in other Kiagdomes for them, 
So while we onely make our vic of them, 

Our þctter home-bred Syaples we contemne, 
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(0h Vanity) our Country yeelds enough, 

What necde wee Grecian or Arabian (tuffe? 
Why ſend we for them to thoſe Countries thus, 
"Twas planted there for them and not for vs? 
What though it helpe them of diſeaſes there, 
The Cliinate, yea, and our complexions are 


So different, for ought that I can gather, 


Here't may not help our griefs, but poyſons rather. 


My ſelfe haue heard ſome Traxellogrs to ſay, 

That which will falue their wounds within a day, 

That of the fartheſt Eaſterne Comntries bee, 

Will not recure an Exg/i/hman in three, 

Then ſure if we ſhould vie that medicine here, 

It would not help nor cure vs in a yeare, 

Truſt mee, I thinke, this ouermuch reſpe&in 

Of Forraine Componnuds, and the till negleCting 

Of our owne Symples, is the caule that wee 

Solittle better for our Phy/icxe bee. 

Some intheir writings praiſe 7 9bacco much,

And yet dare we (poore worms) before his face,
